Austin, Tex. Oct. 28.—Reports of 


«normous yields of Egyptian 
wheat 


this year in the lower valley of the 
Itio Grande and that the production 
per acre will average about 280 bush- 
els per acre are fully corroborated by 
the state department of agriculture. 
Professor Mally, agricultural expert of 
that department, has made a personal 
Investigation of the Egyptian wheat 
crop In the lower valley of the Rio 
Grande and it is bis estimate that'the 
average yield of the grain per acre for 
the present year will be 280 bushels or 
probably more. 


This yield Is obtained from three 


cuttings of the grain. 
The first two 


crops upon the same land and from 
the same stubble have already been 
harvested and the third crop will be 
ready for cutting the latter part of 
November. Each of the first two cut- 
tings yielded an average of approxi- 
mately 100 bushels an acre.
